As explained in the 
engineer’s report Arcadia is re¬ 
sponsible for holding up the im¬ 
provement, which was petitioned 
for in April of last year.

Jones Disowns 
The *5 & 10'Dry 
Enforcement Law 

Since even the most pro¬ 
nounced "dry" leaders have 
declared the drastic Jones 
"5 and 10 ” dry enforcement 
law a failure and a mistake, 
Senator Jones, of Washing¬ 
ton, whose name the mea¬ 
sure bears, has disowned it, 
or at least disclaims person¬ 
al responsibility for it. 

“The idea did not origi¬ 
nate with me,” he .says, 
“but with the Department of 
Justice which had the bill 
prepared and handed it to 
me for presentation in the 
Congress." 

It is universally conceded 
that the law has failed of 
its purpose because the pen¬ 
alties are so severe that it 
is difficult to secure juries 
that w'lll convict minor or 
first time offenders. Obvi¬ 
ously the mandatory .sen¬ 
tence provisions were made 
to fit the big, protected 
liquor barons who almost 
invariably e.scape, in.stead of 
the small-time violators of 
the liquor law's who are 
! periodically raided in a 
show of righteousness by 
the enforcement officials 
and the police. 

Senator Jones remained 
silent on the law’s author¬ 
ship until the decision of 
public opinion as to its use¬ 
lessness was practically 
unanimous.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 5—(UP) 
—California’s county hospitals 
have become a haven for "poor 
middle class” mothers of the 
state. 

Last year Los Angeles county 
reported 1,926 births in Its county 
hospital, with the state total 
showing 6,467 births in similar 
institutions. 

Hailing the increased popularity 
of county hospitals for maternity 
cases as the first definite step in 
halting the alarming maternal 
morality rate in the United 
States, the state department of 
welfare pointed out that those 
formerly "too rich” or "not poor” 
enough to enter coimty hospitals' 
have at last found a place for 
themselves. 


Of interest to walnut growers 
is a Department of Ag^culture 
bulletin just received by La Pu¬ 
ente Valley Walnut Growers As¬ 
sociation, which reads in part as 
foUows: 

'The combined production of 
walnuts this year in commercial 
areas of Italy, Prance, and Ru¬ 
mania promises to be about 92 
per cent of the jrield of 1929. 
The 1930 crop in Italy is esti¬ 
mated at 73 per cent, in France 
at 79 per cent, but in Roumania 
at 231 per cent of last year’s 
production.

Increased Citrus Piuduction 
Abroad Presents 
Problem Here 


With the increased production 
of citi-us fruits all over the world, 
the Califoniia citrus industry is 
facing steadily growing competi¬ 
tion in all foreiggi markets, ac¬ 
cording to Dana C. King, orange 
sales manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, on his 
return from a visit to western 
Canadia markets. 

"This competition was extreme¬ 
ly noticeable in western Canada," 
stated Mr. King. “During one day 
I sampled South American, Aus¬ 
tralian and California oranges, 
and grapefruit from the Isle of 
Pines. Many carloads of oranges 
and a few cases of lemons are 
being shipped into these markets 
from Australian producing sec¬ 
tions, and experimental shipments 
of naval oranges from Brazil ar¬ 
rived in Vancouver during my 
stay. 

“California growers can best 
meet this increasingly stronger 
competition in foreign markets 
from other producing areas in the 
same manner that we have esta- 
lished our marketing in the 
United States," stated Mr. King. 
“This means a continued policy 
of unified action on the part of 
all California growers themselves. 
Proper distribution, standardiza¬ 
tion. and advertising will do as 
much to obtain new foreign mar¬ 
kets and to hold existing ones as 
they have done for California 
growers in the United States," 
concluded the Sunkist sales man- 
.ager. 

A new factor in shipments of 
citrus fruit from foreign coun¬ 
tries was brought out by a South 
American shipment which arrived 
in Vancouver during Mr. King's 
vis'it. The shipment of naval 
oranges from South America was 
of good quality although shipped 
via the Panama Canal entirely 
under ventilation. The cargo 
.showed very good condition on 
arrival with only a 4 per cent de¬ 
cay evidenced. The oranges showed 
slight aging due to the length of 
the voyage.

third degree Is the easiest way, 
especially for detectives not 
especially intelligent and not too 
keen for work.” 

The committee paid its respects 
to the actual, practical workings 
of the parole system and criminal 
procedure in the courts generally. 
On these subjects the report says: 

“Our criminal procedure In the 
courts is cumbersome, alow, lax, 
uncertain. The paroling and pro- 
bationing of convicted men, while 
a valuable adjunct to criminal 
procedure, is in practice generally 
unscientific, unsystematic and 
unsatisfactory.” 

This report, evidently the re¬ 
sult of much study and research, 
is one of the first, if not the 
first, attempts to assemble the 
evidence of the various sorts of 
Infractions of law committed by 
the police and sheriffs in their ef¬ 
forts to enforce the laws—en¬ 
forcement of one law by breaking 
others. 

It is pointed out that instead of 
bringing arrested men promptly 
into court the officers hold them 
indefinitely; instead of allowing 
the pri.soner to call and confer 
with attorneys and to see rela¬ 
tives he is held “incommunicado,” 
which means without a chance to 
communicate with anyone in any 
way. 

Instead of being protected in 
his right not to be compelled to 
Incriminate himeslf he is quizzed 
hour after hour, sometimes by re¬ 
lays of ^electives, so that he may 
be forced to confess by .sheer fa¬ 
tigue and want of sleep. If he re¬ 
fuses to answer he is put bach 
in the cell and told that he will 
stay there until ready to talk. 
Sometimes he is forced to face a 
powerful light during this quiz¬ 
zing. 

An electric chair has been 
used to shock a man into con¬ 
fession. Many a man is beaten, 
kicked, or otherwise physically 
tortured to force confession. 

Of these abuses numerous in¬ 
stances w’hich have found their 
way into the law books are cited. 

Unlike most reports and docu¬ 
ments prepared by eminent law¬ 
yers, this one is entirely in the 
language of the layman and is 
interestingly prepared as though 
written by a corking good report¬ 
er for newspaper consumption.

1973.65 feet of which 1284.85, or 
65.1 per cent was represented by 
the petition filed with the City 
Council in April 1929. 

“Property lying within the City 
of Arcadia fronting on Grand 
View avenue is 1949.2 feet. The 
percentage represented by peti¬ 
tion considering both sides of the 
street was 32.72 per cent. 

"On May 6th, 1929, the City 
Council of Arcadia was requested 
by letter from the City Clerk of 
Sierra Madre to express its opin¬ 
ion as to the granting of jurisdic¬ 
tion to Sierra Madre for the im¬ 
provement of this road either un¬ 
der the ‘City Boundary Act’ or 
the ‘Mattoon Act.' No reply has 
been received to date. I 

“It would seem from informa-' 
tion gained from several sources 
that the inability of the different 
interested property o'vvners to ar-, 
rive at a satisfactory plan to 
di.spose of the storm water at the 
southeast corner of the Lannan i 
estate is holding up progress of 
'he work.” 

Concerning the condition of 
some of th streets in the South¬ 
western .section of the city, the 
report says; 

“A portion of Manzanita, Mari- 
po.sa and Suffolk avenues, although 
paved, are in such poor condition 
that they have been considered as 
unimproved in this report.” 

It is set forth that, including 
Canyon and Marlborough Terrace 
subdivisions, there are “approxi¬ 
mately 2670 lots or parcels of 
land in the coropate limits, of 
which 1210, or 45 G per cent are 
vacant.” 

Accompanying the report which

One of the most difficult tests: 
the orchard grower faces, accord¬ 
ing to M. H. Kimball, Farm Ad¬ 
visor, Los Angeles County, is to | 
accurately judge from “feeling” j 
and appearance the amount of | 
soil moisture available to his i 
trees. The Extension Service of' 
Los Angeles County is planning 
an exhibit at the Los Angeles 
County Fair with this thought in, 
mind. 

Large tanks of soil will be on i 
hand filled with samples of the 
same soil taken at different de¬ 
grees of moisture. These contain-1 
ers will be marked with the exact' 
percentage of moisture existing in 
the soil contained. Growers can 
therefore judge by both feeling 
and appearance samples of known 
moisture content and become ac¬ 
quainted with the principles in- \ 
volved. I 

In addition to this demonstra¬ 
tion of soil moisture conditions, 
growers are urged to bring in 
samples of their own soil in 
tightly sealed glass jars. Such 
samples should be very carefully 
taken.

Other samples may 
be brought’ in, showing moisture 
at intermediate stages. 

PROBLEMS OF WALNUT 
GROWERS TO BE AIRED 
AT MEETING IN CHINO 

The twelfth annual Walnut 
Growers’ Field Day will be held 
September 6th at the Chino Wal¬ 
nut Growers’ Packing House, 
Chino. The program includes a 
discussion of “Market and Crop 
Conditions,” by Charlile Thorpe, 
General Manager, California Wal¬ 
nut Growers’ Association;” Cov¬ 
er Crops, and Their Relation to 
Walnut Culture,” by L. D. Batch¬ 
elor, and “Walnut Dieback,” by 
W. B. Hooper. In the afternoon 
there will be a field trip which 
will include a stop for the discus¬ 
sion of soil moisture and a stop 
relative to walnut husk fly con¬ 
trol.

They are tall 
growing and can be made com¬ 
pact by pruning. 

Rhus Ovata or Sumacis, an- 
otlver native shrub with dense, 
oval, leathery leaves and spread¬ 
ing habit of growth. It is splen¬ 
did for mass planting or back¬ 
ground work. 

Australllan Tea Tree or Lep- 
tospemum, one of our most useful 
shrubs, has very graceful, long 
sweeping branches with small 
grey-green foliage. It will grow 
quite tall or can be pnmed back 
to make a dense shrub of any 
height desired. Flowers that 
bloom in the spring are white 
and will keep well in water when 
out. This shrub will mass well 
with any other shrub, is artistic 
planted against a dwelling or in 
an informal hedge row or, if kept 
pruned, will make a formal com¬ 
pact hedge. 

Cascara Segrada, Coffee Berry | 
or Rhamnus Californica is a i 
handsome native shrub, with glos¬ 
sy green leaves. Berries are 
shaped like coffee berries. It is a 
medium sized shrub, useful in 
mass planting. 

California Holly , Christmas 
Berry or Plotlnia Arbutlfolia, a 
large growing shrub, bears the 
well known berries so in demand 
at Christmas time. These berries 
combined with the Catalina 
Cherry resembles our Eastern 
Holly. 

Cassia Artemesoldes has very 
gray, finely cut leaves and low 
spreading growth. It is covered 
with yellow butter-cup shaped 
flowers all winter. This shrub 
should be planted in front of tall¬ 
er shrubs of dark green foliage 
so that the contrast in color will 
be appreciated. 

Strawberry Tree or Arbutus 
la a dense growing, spreading 
shrub with foliage similar to the 
California Holly. The flowers are 
small and bell-shaped and are 
followed by clusters of fruit re¬ 
sembling strawberries. It can be 
used as a specimen shrub any¬ 
where about the garden. 

Qrevilla Thelemannianla, a 
medium sized shrub with small 
fine cut leaves, has flowers in 
fluffy bunches of a soft scarlet 
color. It blooms about all the 
year around. 

Bottle Brush or Callistemon 
Rlgidum has dark green, narrow 
leaves on rather stiff branches. 
The flowers are bright red and 
large, bottle brush shaped. 

Bottle Bruch or Callistemon Hy¬ 
brid is a very graceful compact 
growing shrub with branches that 
are somewhat weeping. The fol¬
